Constructing Better Pavements 


I would like to suggest a new ob- 
jective for road engineers and allied 
groups It is this How to Make 
Better Pavements at Lower Cost. . 

In speaking of better pavements 
there are two ways in which it can 
be done rhe first is the way I men 
tioned before by making the slab 
thicker, and as you know from one 
of the previous charts, a 12-inch slab 
would carry a 35,000 Ib. axle. The 
additional thickness would cost more 
money, and I believe it would pay off 
in many places, but I think the right 
way to get added strength is to im 
prove the quality of the slab without 
increasing the thickness

Bureau of Public Roads that it an- 
nually set aside $100,000 of the Amer- 
an taxpayers’ money to be set up as 


a prize fund for the best ideas from 
whatever source for making better 
pavements at lower coct With this 
sort of incentive, whether the Bureau 


of Public Roacs pr-vices it or some 
one else provices it, an atmosphere 
will be created that will encourage 


people to put their best efforts into 
the solution of this problem. What 
is neces ary is the concentration of 
i0ugh of the right kind of brain 
power on this prob!em to solve it. I 
believe this kind of incentive will 
start the ball rolling and then we will 
see highway engineers side by side
